quired-the billion dollar habit iti 
making appropriations, and a pyra- 
mid of billions of/dollars of pub'ic 
debt has been piled up. 
And this if 
;'a lien on the accumulated wealth of 
those who arc now living and ths 
•generations that have passed away. 


• "It h high time that a system of 
strictest economy be introduced ir 
our governmental affairs in order 
that we may rid ourselves of th'-s 
great load and again feel that our 
farms and homes are not encumber- 
ed. 


"During the war thousands of new 


government employes were brought 
into the service for various reasons. 
Judging from the number of govern- 
ment men who call at my office these 
thousands are still on the govern- 
ment payroll. 
In fact, so far as I 


have been able to learn, no import- 
'ant reduction has been made since 
the armistice in the number of gov- 
ernment employes, and I have heard 
of no concerted movement either in 
or out of congress to bring this 
about. • •' 


"The Tvhole subject of govern- 


mental expenditures needs to be re- 
vised and an intelligent budget sys- 
tem established in order.that Borne 
attention be given to. the income of 
the government wher. the outgoes 
are considered. Unless -this be done 
the spirit of recklessness is going 
to continue, the tax burden will in- 
crease and the. pyramid of public 
debt will be built higher. 


"We arc living in^a period of ex-
